Henry  Y.  Wong 

Is  a  fixture  in  Chinatown 
having  spent  two-thirds  of 
his  lifetime  on  Oxford  St. 
as  the  community's  printer 
and  friend. 

At  age  62,  Mr.  Wong  is 
the  owner  of  Shanghai 
Printing  at  16  Oxford  St. 
where  he  prints  Chinese 
menus,  wedding  invitations, 
and  other  printed  "spe¬ 
cialty"  needs.  Nearly  80 
percent  of  his  business  is 
from  within  the  Chinese 
community.  He  services 
over  half  of  the  Chinese 
restaurants  in  New  England. 

While  two  smaller, print¬ 
ing  operations  are  in  busi¬ 
ness  to  service  the  Chinese 
community,  neither  are  ca¬ 
pable  of  the  volume  that 
Shanghai  Printing  takes  in 
annually. 

Mr.  Wong's  business  is 
one  of  voluminous  amounts

(CAE)  In  conjunction  with 
the  neighborhood -community 
representatives. 

According  to  the  home¬ 
care  outline  released  by 
Taylor  B.  Wagenseil,  com¬ 
missioner  of  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly,  the  homecare  pro¬ 
gram  seeks  "to  identify  and 
provide  services  to  those 
functionally  disabled  el- 
derly  persons  who  risk  in¬

Dime-Time  has  been  ex¬ 
panded  on  the  MBTA.  These 
changes  are  permanent  and 
provide  longer  periods  for 
discount  rides. 

The  new  01 me -Time  hours 
are  10  a.m. -2  p.m.,  Monday - 
Friday  on  all  four  lines: 
Red,  Green,  Orange,  and 
Blue.  Dime-Time  Is  also  in 
effect  all  day  Sundays  on 
the  four  lines. 

The  areas  exempt  from 
the  Dime-Time  plan  are 
buses  and  the  above  ground 
street  cars.  During  Dime- 
Time,  If  one  comes  into 
Boston  on  the  Arborway, 
Riverside,  Cleveland  Circle 
and  Boston  College  lines  of 
the  Green  line,  he/she  must 
pay  the  regular  fare.  Going 
on  the  Green  line  from 
downtown  Boston ,  outbound , 
one  pays  a  dime  In  Boston 
and  the  regular  extra  fare, 
outbound. 

Also  during  Dime-Time, 
If  one  takes  the  Quincy 
line  of  the  Red  line,  which 
Is  normally  a  fifty  cent 
line,  he/she  pays  a  quar¬ 
ter  coming  into  Boston.  On 
going  from  Boston  to  Quincy 
one  pays  a  dime  In  Boston 
and  another  dime  at  Quincy.

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Chien  Speaks  on  R.O.C.  Developments

The  Voice  of  the  Chinese 
Community  (VTCC)  Radio  Pro¬ 
gram  and  the  SAMPAN  jointly 
interviewed  Dr.  Fredrick  F. 
Chien,  Director-General  of 
the  Government  Information 
Office  (GIO)  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic  of  China  (ROC),  on  his 
recent  visit  to  Boston. 

The  GIO  is  roughly  e- 
qulvalent  to  a  combination 
of  three  U.S.  agencies— the 
U.S.  Information  Agency, 
the  White  House  Press  Sec¬ 
retary's  Office,  and  the 
Federal  Communications  Com¬ 
mission. 

Yale  educated,  Chien 
took  over  as  official  gov¬ 
ernment  spokesman  In  1972 
at  the  age  of  37. 


He  has  visited  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  on  numerous  occa¬ 
sions  during  the  past  five 
years  on  official  missions. 
Most  recently  It  was  in 
connection  with  the  ROC's 
participation  In  Expo  '74 
In  Spokane,  Washington. 
According  to  Chien,  visi¬ 
tors  to  the  Expo  will  "ex¬ 
istentially  experience" 
life  in  the  Republic  of 
China  In  the  '70's  through 
numerous  exhibits  and  an 
Ingenious  multi -media  pro¬ 


duction  Inside  the  China 
Pavilion. 

Chien  reported  on  some 
recent  accomplishments  In 
the  Republic  of  China.  The 
death  rate  and  birth  rate 
have  been  reduced,  he  said, 
while  life  expectancy  of 
the  Taiwanese  Increases 
dramatically  (male  from  45 
In  1949  to  67  today,  female 
from  47  to  72). 

Chien  said  that  unem¬ 
ployment  Is  no  longer  a 
problem,  and  thus  there  is 
no  need  for  welfare  In  the 
ROC.  The  Western  notion 
and  system  of  social  wel¬ 
fare  is  not  necessarily 
"healthy"  and  applicable  to 
the  Chinese  people  he  said. 
However,  he  was  apparently 
satisfied  with  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  pension 
system  in  the  military  and 
civil  services  of  the  Re¬ 
public  of  China. 

He  noted  that  the  ROC 
was  the  first  Aslan  country 
to  extend  Its  compulsory 
education  from  five  years

to  nine  years.  Presently 
27.13%  of  the  total  popula¬ 
tion  is  enrolled  in  schools 
There  are  240,000  students 
in  some  102  colleges  and 
universities.  Commenting 
on  the  ratio  of  female  to 
male  in  college  (53%  to 
47%),  Dr.  Chien  suggested 
that  the  slight  edge  may  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  girls 
are  harder  working  than  the 
boys. 

Chien  also  restated  the 
ROC's  policy  and  desire  to 
work  with  the  overseas  Chi¬ 
nese.  He  reaffirmed  the 
ROC's  commilment  to  help 
build  the  Boston  Chinese 
Community  Center  envisioned 
seven  years  ago. 

Chien  said  that  the  ROC 
trains  Chinese  teachers  to 
help  staff  Chinese  schools 
in  the  U.S.  Thousands  of 
Chinese  youths  in  America 
and  elsewhere  have  also 
been  encouraged  to  spend  a 
few  months  each  year  in 
Taiwan  to  learn  Chinese 
"culture.

Vocational  English  Ed  Program 
Geared  For  Adult  Job  Training 


The  third  cycle  of  the 
Vocational  English  Educa¬ 
tion  Program  (VEEP)  began 
Its  six-month  course  Janu¬ 
ary  14. 

VEEP,  Boston  Chinatown's 
only  full-time  adult  educa¬ 
tion  program,  is  funded  for 
36  student  slots  in  basic 
education.  Chinese  adults 
are  taught  basic  English 
skills  which  enable  them  to 
enter  training  programs  or 
employment  in  the  American 
labor  force. 

Besides  teaching  gram¬ 
mar,  vocabulary,  conversa¬ 
tion,  and  writing,  the  pro¬ 
gram  exposes  students  to 
the  real  world  of  work 
through  audio-visual  mate¬ 
rials  and  field  trips. 

Adults  are  required  to 
have  an  alien  registration 
or  refugee  card,  to  have 
some  oral  English  ability, 
and  to  have  the  equivalent 
of  a  high  school  education. 

The  educational  aspects 
of  the  program  are  super¬ 
vised  by  the  Division  of 
Occupational  Education. 
Students  are  selected  and 
referred  to  the  program  by 
the  Chinatown  office  of  the 
Division  of  Employment  Se¬ 
curity  (DES).  DES  is  also 
responsible  for  counselling 
and  placing  students  into 
the  VEEP  program. 


The  future  funding  of 
these  programs  depends  upon 
the  success  of  the  previous 
cycle.  The  second  cycle 
ended  last  December  and  was 
considered  highly  success¬ 
ful  by  its  coordinators. 
All  36  students  were  placed 
in  jobs  ranging  from  li¬ 
brary  assistants  and  acu¬ 
puncture  trainees  to  claims 
adjusters  for  Blue  Cross- 


Blue  Shield.  Two  students 
returned  to  their  former 
employers  but  in  different 
capacities. 

Funded  by  the  federal 
government  through  the  Man¬ 
power  Development  Act,  VEEP 
is  co-sponsored  by  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Consolidated  Benevo¬ 
lent  Association  and  the 
Chinese  Merchants  Associa¬ 
tion.

Caroline  Chang,  liaison 
between  Boston  Chinatown 
and  the  City,  has  resigned 
from  her  post  as  manager 
and  field  representative  of 
Boston  Chinatown's  Little 
City  Hall  as  of  March  15. 

She  will  assume  new  du¬ 
ties  as  an  Equal  Oppurtu- 
nity  specialist  with  the 
Office  of  Civil  Rights,  De¬ 
partment  of  Health,  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  Welfare. 

Working  under  the  New 
England  regional  director 
of  the  Office  of  Civil 
Rights,  she  will  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  monitoring  and 
Investigating  practices  un¬ 
der  the  federal  Affirmative 
Action  Program. 

Mrs.  Chang,  an  active 
community  leader,  served  at 
Little  City  Hall  (LCH) 
since  its  opening  In  July, 
1970.  Under  her  adminis¬ 
tration,  the  functions  of 
LCH  broadened  to  appeal  to 
a  greater  cross-section  of 
the  community  able  to  ap¬ 
proach  LCH  for  a  wide  range 
of  services. 

Initially  LCH  was  con¬ 
cerned  with  providing  di¬ 
rect  services,  such  as 
translation  for  the  non- 
English  speaking  elderly 
and  providing  assistance  on 
questions  of  Social  Securi¬ 
ty  and  Welfare.  Today,  LCH 
Is  concerned  about  dealing 
with  issues  such  as  rent 
control , housing  Inspection, 
street  lights,  potholes, 
and  so  forth. 

Little  City  Hall,  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  assisting  the  el¬ 
derly,  is  now  aiding  young¬ 
er  segments  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  including  recent  Im¬ 
migrants  and  residents  of 
suburban  Cambridge,  Chelsea 
and  Brookline. 


The  first  full-time  so¬ 
cial  welfare  agency  in  Chi¬ 
natown,  Little  City  Hall 
has  played  "significant 
roles  In  social  action," 
said  Mrs.  Chang.  Prior  to 
LCH's  existence,  alterna¬ 
tive  avenues  open  to  resi¬ 
dents  were  limited  to  the 
local  churches  and  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Benevolent  Association 
neither  full  time  organiza¬ 
tion  capable  of  dealing 
with  the  growing  needs  of 
the  community,  she  said. 

Following  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  LCH .other  agencies, 
such  as  the  CACA  Multi -Ser¬ 
vice  Center  and  the  Golden 
Age  Center,  have  sprung  up 
in  response  to  the  commu¬ 
nity's  needs. 

Mrs. Chang  said  she  hopes 
Chinatown's  Little  City 
Hall  will  continue  to  take 
an  active  role  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  one  of  "advocacy," 
one  directed  toward  effec¬ 
tive  policy-making  for  the 
community. 

Looking  back  over  three 
and  a  half  years  of  in¬ 
volvement  in  Chinatown  with 
Little  City  Hall .Mrs.  Chang 
sizes  up  her  accomplishment 
as  the  establishment  of  "a 
referral  agency  and  the 
creation  of  a  bridge,  so 
that  the  community  would  be 
linked  to  the  rest  of  the 
city,  the  old  linked  to  the 
young,  the  Immigrants  link¬ 
ed  to  the  natives."

Dear  Editor: 

In  the  April  Issue  of 
the  SAMPAN,  we  learned  that 
the  Chinese  Christian 
Church  has  been  granted 
$10,000  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  "resource  center" 
by  the  Metropolitan  Plan¬ 
ning  Project  (MPP) .  The 
need  for  such  a  focal  point 
for  the  dissemination  of 
Information  on  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture,  politics,  customs, 
etc.,  Is  unquestionable. 

An  Important  project  of 
this  type,  however,  must 
have  community  Input.  Or 
at  least  the  community 
should  be  consulted  In  some 
way  during  the  planning, 
application  and  Implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  project.  The 
community.  In  fact,  should 
have  the  right  to  review 
the  material  for  sensitivi¬ 
ty  and  timeliness.  Inquiry 
with  the  MPP,  indeed.  Indi¬ 
cates  this  Is  a  require¬ 
ment. 

Another  point  which  I 
would  like  to  point  out  Is 
the  Chinese-Amerlcan  stand 
with  regard  to  politics  In 
China.  In  the  same  article, 
I  detected  a  hint  of  bias

Eighteen  year-old  men  In 
Suffolk  County  may  now  fill 
out  Selective  Service  reg¬ 
istration  forms  with  two 
recently  established  volun¬ 
teer  registrars:  Chinatown 
Little  City  Hall  (18  Oxford 
Street)  and  Fanny  Kwan  at 
the  CACA  Multi -Service  Cen¬ 
ter  (85A  Tyler  Street). 

According  to  Victor  C. 
Bynoe,  State  Selective  Ser¬ 
vice  Director,  young  men 
have  three  options  for  ful¬ 
filling  the  registration 
requirement.  They  can  reg¬ 
ister  at  a  local  board  of¬ 
fice,  with  a  volunteer  reg¬ 
istrar,  or  by  mail . 

The  system's  volunteer 
registrars  and  mall  regis¬ 
tration  provide  the  great¬ 
est  convenience.  The  reg¬ 
istration  forms  which  can 
be  mailed  to  the  local 
board  office  contain  the 
necessary  Instructions  for 
its  completion.  If  com¬ 
pleted  properly,  the  local 
board  will  mall  out  the 
Status  Card  within  two 
weeks . 

If  a  young  man  Is  away 
from  his  hometown,  mall 
registration  will  be  the 
best  method.  The  local 
board  will  then  send  the 
pre-addressed  form  to  the 
board  that  has  jurisdiction 
over  the  young  man's  home 
address  and  that  board  will 
Issue  his  Status  Card. 

Young  men  are  still  re¬ 
quired  to  register  with  the 
Selective  Service  System  in 
the  60-day  period  beginning 
30  days  before  their  18th 
birthday.

Chinese  literature  Is  as 
magnanimous  as  the  endless 
horizon.

Besides  Its  es¬ 
sence  of  excellence,  Its 
admirable  point  Is  Its  at¬ 
tempt  to  teach  us  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  mannerism  and  so¬ 
cialization  through  virtue. 

CHU-Sel  ^  )  said, 
"Sages  emphasize  one  theme 
through  their  many  speeches 
and  lectures,  namely:  the 
teachings  of  virtue."  Shun- 
Hsln  (%  )  once  said, 
"Learning  should  be  an  end¬ 
less  stream.  Success  In 
learning  should  be  a  slow 
process  which  only  becomes 
apparent  after  many  years 
of  study.  This  endless 
stream  should  last  until 
our  last  breath  on  earth. 
Furthermore,  those  who 
learn  and  respect  education 


are  considered  to  be  human, 
whereas,  those  who  reject 
learning  are  barbarians." 


The  Collections  of  Clas¬ 
sical  Literature,  History, 
Ancient  Scholar  and  Antho- 
logyft£;c3j§  .commonly  known 
as  Volumes  ABCD  or  the  Four 
Volumes,  stated  that  the 
study  of  linguistics  forms 
the  foundation  for  the 
study  of  Chinese  Litera¬ 
ture.  This  Is  further  re¬ 
inforced  by  CHEUNG  Dze-Tung 
in  his  book.  Anal¬ 
ysis  of  Chinese  Literature 
Catalogue  (lr  ),  in 

which  he  states  that  the 
basics  of  Chinese  Litera¬ 
ture  originates  from  the 
Six  Principles  of  Linguis¬ 
tics  )  followed  by 

the  study  of  Classical  Lit¬ 
erature  {■> k )  .History  ) 
and  the  study  of  the  An¬ 
cient  Scholars  {-0-  ) 

Writings  following  this 
sequence  would  have  great 
erudition.  Most  present 
scholars  follow  the  above 
methodology  because  Classi¬ 
cal  Literature  Is  the  au¬ 
thentic  tradition  for  stud¬ 
ying  Chinese  Literature. 

Within  the  study  of 
Classical  Literature  (men¬ 
tioned  above),  there  are 
six  fields  (  They 

are  I-Chlng  (  tfp  ),  Classi¬ 
cal  poetry  (%$-)»  Classical 
History  (j£-  j,  Mannerism 
(^-u).  Mime  (fi),  and 
Spring  &  Autumn  (A 

critique  of  Ancient  eastern 
politics).  The  Importance 
of  the  six  studies  influ¬ 
ences  the  development  of 
Chinese  history,  and  the 
development  of  literature 
as  wel 1 .  Some  of  the  other

Slnce  Classical  Litera¬ 
ture  Is  a  lasting  and  un¬ 
changeable  study  with  su¬ 
preme  erudition.  It  would 
never  destroy  the  greatness 
of  civilization.  If  one 
rejects  this  method  for 
studying  Chinese  literature 
his  poetry  would  be  just 
ornamental  without  signifi¬ 
cance.  It  would  appear  as  a 
title  with  no  factual  con¬ 
tent  which  Indicates  ama¬ 
teur  writing,  lacking  a 
genuine  foundation.

CHINA  NIGHT  -  1974 

A  Review

Combined  efforts  o  f 
five  Chinese  Students' 
Clubs  from  metropolitan 
Boston  produced  a  n  en¬ 
joyable  "China  Night-- 
1974." 

The  president  of  the 
Intercollegiate  Chinese 
Students'  Club  of  Boston, 
Peter  Lum,  introduced  the 
show  b  y  saying  that  a 
common  artery  between  the 
Chinese  students  and  the 
Chinese  community  was 
needed;  h  e  pointed  out 
that  China  Night  was  a 
means  toward  that  common 
artery. 

The  variety  show  cov¬ 
ered  three  areas  of  cul¬ 
tural  entertainment : dance 
comedy  and  music.  However 
the  four  hour  show  was 
too  short  to  give  a  com¬ 
prehensive  view  of  Chi¬ 
nese  culture.  One  only 
caught  glimpses  of  Chi¬ 
nese  heritage  and  of  the 
local  culture  of  Chinese 
descent . 

Three  one-act  comedy 
skits  were  offered,  each 
different  i  n  style  and 
content.  The  first  skit 
centered  on  a  Chinese 
girl,  Y.  Me,  who*  was  re¬ 
quired  to  choose  a  date 
at  a  mating  game  show; 
this  skit  should  be 
placed  in  the  tragedy  ca¬ 
tegory  as  she  did  not 
have  much  of  a  choice — a 
wealthy  playboy,  a  famous 
basketball  star  and  a 
cute , laughable  eccentric. 
Many  qualified  bachelors 
in  the  audience  were 
tempted  to  raid  the  stage 
to  rescue  her. 


The  MIT  students  put 
together  a  sensible  play 
of  an  idealistic  artist 
husband  who  had  a  quarrel 
with  his  materialistic 
wife  (wonder  how  they  got 
together  in  the  first 
place).  The  skit  had  a 
not  too  sensible  ending 
though— the  artist  had  to 
remain  "dead"  for  a  peri¬ 
od  of  time  until  his  mas¬ 
terpieces  appreciated  in 
value. 

As  for  Herman,  he 
should  leave  his  worm  at 
his  dorm  next  year.  The 
audience  would  rather  see 
more  talented  B.U.  coeds 
on  stage. 

Six  of  the  14  programs 
were  devoted  to  Chinese 
dances  directed  by  Walter 
Chan,  a  very  renowned  in¬ 
structor  and  director  for 
the  Hong  Kong  television 
stage.  The  styles  varied. 

The  Double-Pan  Dance 
was  performed  by  a  group 
of  young  girls  from  the 
Quong  Kow  School  who 
gracefully  fashioned  them 
selves  into  many  colorful 
flower  patterns  that 
could  emulate  the  profes¬ 
sional  troupes.  The  moody 
Butterfly  Lovers  Dance 
showed  the  diverse  form 
movements  of  the  classi¬ 
cal  dance,  and  modern 
dance  was  represented  in 
the  Lotus  Flower  Dance 
formed  by  the  master  him¬ 
self  and  three  of  his 
students.  Mrs.  Emily  Ng, 
headmistress  at  the  Quong 
Kow  School,  acted  as  con¬ 
sultant  for  the  dance 
numbers. 

The  musical  portion  of 
the  program  included 
everything  from  Cantonese 
opera  singing  to  rock  and 
roll.  The  Cantonese  opera

singing  was  unique  as 
seldom  can  such  talent  be 
found.  In  addition,  the 
Que  Shing  Music  Club  or¬ 
chestration  brought  vi¬ 
carious  Joy  to  many  as  if 
the  entire  show  were  be¬ 
ing  given  i  n  Canton  by 
the  Pearl  River.  The  vi¬ 
olin  medley  was  well  per¬ 
formed  and  reminiscent 
each  time  a  different 
song  was  played  many  in 
the  audience  tried  to  i- 
dentify  favorites. 

The  younger  set  found 
excitement  in  a  western¬ 
ized  rock  and  roll  band 
imported  from  the  East(?) 
Although  the  act  did  not 
revolve  around  culture, it 
was  entertaining. 

Presentation  of  chari¬ 
ty  contributions  was  made 
by  four  student  represen¬ 
tatives  t  o  representa¬ 
tives  of  four  Chinatown 
organizations.  Walter 
Jaime  of  the  Boys'  Club, 
the  only  non-Oriental 
representative,  surprised 
the  audience  by  making  a 
thank-you  speech  in  com¬ 
mendable  Cantonese. 

Each  of  the  four  Chi¬ 
natown  community  projects 
the  Chinatown  Boys'  Club, 
Chinese  YMCA,  CACA  Adult 
Education  program  and  IHB 
SAMPAN  received  $350  as 
proceeds  from  the  evening. 
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Effectiveness  of  Manpower  Dev. 
Training  Program  Cited 


Donald  Chan  is  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  Division  of 
Employment  Security  spon¬ 
sored  Manpower  Development 
Training  program  conducted 
at  Quong  Kow  School .  SAMPAN 
reporter  Douglas  Wong  asked 
him  about  the  effectiveness 
of  the  program  and  his  per¬ 
sonal  feeling  about  his  in¬ 
volvement. 

DY  DOUGLAS  WONG 
Donald  Chan  praised  the 
staff  for  its  fine  coordi¬ 
nation  and  relevant  in¬ 
struction.  On  occasions 
when  needed  funds  did  not 
arrive  in  time,  the  staff 
successfully  obtained  money 
elsewhere  to  keep  the  pro¬ 
gram  going  uninterrupted. 
In  addition  to  competent 
instruction,  the  students 
enjoyed  the  weekly  visits 
to  various  potential  em¬ 
ployers,  and  plants,  of¬ 
fices... etc.  From  these 
visits,  students  had  the 
opportunity  to  get  a  closer 
look  at  various  positions 
available  and  to  better  se¬ 
lect  fields  compatible  to 
their  interests.  The  class 
work  provided  the  students 
opportunity  to  prepare  for 
available  jobs. 


Mr.  Chan  said  that  the 
atmosphere  was  very  condu¬ 
cive  to  learning.  The 
staff  was  kind  and  consid¬ 
erate;  he  felt  tremendous 
improvement  in  his  own 
speech  comprehension  and 
conversation. 

Mr.  Chan  said  that  a 
large  percentage  of  his 
classmates  found  satisfac¬ 
tory  jobs  upon  graduation. 
Most  of  them  adequately 
mastered  the  required 
duties. 


However, unavoidable  pro¬ 
blems  did  exist,  said  Mr. 
Chan.  Some  students  were 
more  concerned  about  get¬ 
ting  jobs  than  learning. 
Others  hoped  to  get  enough 
out  of  the  classes  to  qual¬ 
ify  for  higher  training 
leading  to  better  jobs.  On 
the  other  hand,  because  of 
limited  funds  allocated, 
the  class  at  that  time  was 
limited  to  those  who  were 
trainable  to  qualify  for 
job  openings  within  six 
months  upon  graduation. 


Applicants,  who  had  limited 
educational  or  work  experi¬ 
ence  could  not  qualify  for 
the  classes.  Rejected  ap¬ 
plicants  were  dismayed  be¬ 
cause  they  felt  they  need¬ 
ed  the  training  more;  as  a 
result,  they  lost  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  qualify  for 
better  jobs. 

Mr.  Chan  felt  that  the 
program  was  very  helpful  to 
new  immigrants.  More  sup¬ 
port  should  be  solicited 
from  the  established  Chi¬ 
nese  community  in  order  for 
the  program  to  continue 
successfully  in  the  future. 
Those  who  are  disadvantaged 
because  of  limited  educa¬ 
tion  should  qualify  for  the 
classes  to  eventually  ob¬ 
tain  better  jobs.  In  re¬ 
turn,  these  successful 
graduates  will  be  useful, 
contributing  members  of  the 
Chinese  community.

medical  care  needs  are  not 
met  In  the  home  setting," 
and  "to  deliver  these  ser¬ 
vices  at  an  efficient  low- 
cost  manner  so  that  third 
party  payers  will  pick  up 
the  cost." 

In  order  to  meet  those 
goals.  It  is  proposed  that 
"homemaker -home  health  aids 
and  limited  nursing  super¬ 
vision"  which  includes 
cleaning,  cooking  and  shop¬ 
ping  services  be  part  of 
the  service  provided  for 
the  elderly. 

At  present,  final  plans 
are  still  being  drafted  for 
the  homecare  services  pro¬ 
gram.  Among  the  Issues  to 
be  settled  are  cost  assess¬
